» dament. When we recollect that among the Powers which 
joined in the condemnation was one—Poland—which has been 
ospecially assiduous in cultivating friendly relations with the 
I ch and which has every reason to shrink from antagonising 
(we get a measure of the intense indignation which the Nazis’ 
ical contempt for Treaties has aroused. Germany's rulers 
.e reacted in the manner that might have been expected. 
‘hey protest against what they regard as an act of discrimina- 
) against their country—a new special treatment.” The 
inent is an exquisitely ludicrous and hypocritical one in the 
ths of men who discriminate with every circumstance of 
‘ility against a helpless minority of their own fellow-citizens. 
[, .¢ the constant Nazi screaming for “equality of rights”’ it 
excite only contempt among decent people. When the 
cman Government practises at home the principles it 
oclums abroad we shall begin to see some moral validity in

There are some who question the wisdom of the Geneva 
il.” from the point of view of the maintenance of peace.

) ccartous truce based on dubious compromises, the Council of 
League had no other course open to it. Peace can only be 
ved through the honourable observance of treaties. There 
no other way. ‘To condone, minimise, or ignore one-sided 
caches of agreements is to abrogate the reign of law 
vie nations, to open the road to the jungle, and to 
ose the world to the violence and greed of its strongest 
lcast’ scrupulous peoples. How could the League of 
cons, of all bodies, close its eyes to these vital truths? 
‘lot it done so, it might as well have discarded its 
« purpose in life, for it would have been false and recreant 
-vorything for which it stands, and for which it was created. 
il want peace, and we all want to see Germany back in the 
‘sue. But we shall not get peace through apostasy from 
league ideals, and we shall not heighten respect for the 
' cue by turning its members into aceessories after the fact, 
crime against international security. The specious plea 
' the Versailles Treaty threw no obligation upon the Reich 
‘se it was will not hold water. Most treaties 
-ucd by countries beaten to the dust in war are, in the nature

If so, 
“ec are well on the way to the establishment of the reign of 
brute foree in Europe. 7 
an German plea of “ dictation " has as much substance in 
‘as the argument that the Reich must be strong in order to 
cheek the advance of Bolshevism. What country but militarist 
Germany was it that smuggled a train-load of Bolshevists into 
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Russia during the war, in the hope that they would enfeeble the 
Russian military effort? The only true begetters of the 
Bolshevist Russia State now cynically pose as our Heayen- 
appointed protectors against it. It is laughable. If, to-morrow, 
military exigencies so demanded, they would unhesitatingly 
ally themselves with the Soviet. “Necessity knows no law,” 
as the German War Chancellor, BETHMAN yon HOLLWEG, 
proclaimed. Only one thing counts—German might! 

The Council of the League tried and condemned Nazi 
Germany on one count only. But the indictment which lies 
before a larger tribunal—before the bar of civilisation itself— 
covers a tragically larger range. Germany, to-day, is not only 
restoring the principle of ~ macht "—power—in a world that 
can only be saved by disarmament and brotherly relationships. 
She is carrying the doctrine of force into her own internal 
government. The individual conscience is suppressed by her. 
Liberty is dead throughout the broad stretches of the Reich. 
Paganism nakedly flaunted itself during last week's Easter 
Festival. Freedom of religion is as far to seek for Protestant 


' Pastors, some of them languishing in concentration camps, as 


for the Jews, whose religious practice is shamelessly reviled 
with the horrible ritual-murder calumny. Planted in Europe 
to-day is a system knowing no law but might and no God but 
German ascendancy, training the young in the glorification of 
war, and disseminating robber plans against other States—an 
exotic influence, and a menace to all peoples. This is the 
indictment which is before the bar of civilisation, and which 
should have been in the mind of the Council of the League. 
It will assuredly be che indictment under which Nazi Germany 
will be impeached at the bar of history when it runs its 
desperate course. Stresa may have bandaged its eyes against 
it. But the conflict between Right, on the one hand, and 
braggart, aggressive, conscienceless force, on the other, cannot 
be shelved for ever. Sooner, rather than later, it will have to 
be faced. It is the master-issue before the world to-day. On 
the decision will depend not only the future of human progress 
but whether life on earth is to be worth living at all.

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IN THE COMMUNAL ARMCHAIR— 


Politics in the Pulpit 


6 Re is a question which casually engages many people's 
thoughts and has often tempted my own humble pen. 
It must especially have perplexed many preachers too—Ministers 
Jewish and non-Jewish, and not only in our own day. Jewish 
Ministers have sometimes told me that when they have made au 
incursion into polities their congregants have complained. The 
synagogue, the good folk said, is the place for religion, not for 
political controversies, or economic theories, or even for the 
discussion of social problems. Anyway, the critics asked, what do 
the Ministers know about such things? “I take my religion 
from the pulpit, but for my .politics I go to leading articles or 
political platforms.” That is the dogmatic attitude of the critics 
briefly expressed. Well, it is not so easy as all that! 


far as I am aware, no ban on extra-theological sermons has 
ever been proclaimed by Orthodox clerical chiefs, either here 
or abroad. No board has ever been fixed at the Synagogue doors 
with the notice: “Politics barred.” And, as the complaints | 
have mentioned show, Orthodox preachers do, on occasion, stray 
suto political territory, with what beneficial results I am unable to 
say. Among Left Wing Jews, however, there is no hesitation on the 
matter whatsoever. Their preachers do not walk delicate! , like Agag. 
in the unfamiliar political field. They enterit boldly and bestride it 
with a confidence which many Parliamentary veterans might envy. 
tlere, for instance, are the titles of some of Dr. Mattuck’s fairly 
reeent sermons at the Liberal Synagogue: “Germany and the 
Nations,” “The Jews and the Fature,” “Our Place among the 
Nations,” “ Should there be a Jewish World-Congress’?” “ Fascism, 
Communism and an Alternative ” ; while some time ago his place as 
the day’s preacher was taken by the well-known non-Jewish 
publicist, Me. Wickham Steed, speaking on “Jewry as I See It.” 
| bere is no mistaking the character or the range of these subjects, 
all discussed, lam sure, with earvestness, thoughtfalness and care. 
so assured, however, are some Left Wingers about their view of a 
preacher's functions that when, a year or more ago, the mid-winter 
(onferenece of the World Union for Progressive Judaism selected as 
its central subject for discussion the question of “Judaism and 
‘luman Destiny,” the Editor of the American journal, Opinton, Mr. 
‘ames Wise (the son of Dr. Stephen Wise) fell upon the organisers 
with an almost savage fury. “In the year 1934,” he cried, “ though 
the mystic Montefiores and Montagus know it not, it is of the 
essence of infidelity, if not of betrayal, fora Jewish group. .. , 
'o deal with problems of individual and collective destiny without 
reference to, or the faintest awareness of, the problems—national, 
political, economic—which the Hitler catastrophe has forced upon 
‘he attention of Jews everywhere.’ The very sight of that 
onference programme filled him with despair. Progressive 
‘udaism was moribund. “With sorrow aad yet not without 
corn, the Jewish people must needs bid farewell to the 
‘orld Union for Progressive Judaism.” In a word, even outside 
ie Synagogue, Liberal Ministers and laymen must, in their confer- 
uces, give right of way to debate on political and other problems. 


pat gives one side of the question. Now for the other. I 
go back to the great orator Edmuod Barke—which, 
ucidentally, shows how old this problem is. Burke, as my 
eaders know, was a fierce enemy of the French Revolution. 
‘hen he went to church on Sundays. he found the parsons 
‘protacing his opinions in their pulpits. Was he pleased’ Nota 
tofit! “Surely,” he exclaimed bitterly, “ the Church is a place 
icre one day's truce ought to be allowed to the dissensions and 
iimosities of Mankind.” Well, that gives the other side of the 
iestion. Which of them is right? . The problem, as I have said, is 
1ot only a Jewish one. It was the subject of a leading article in 
‘TIMES some tims back, headed “ Hengry Sheep,’ meaning the 
Ongregants who yearn for Christian teaching, and got only 
politics. The question ought not to be shelved or left to settle 
‘tself somehow or other. -The fact that the pulpit is losing its 
ippeal adds an element of seriousness, if not urgency, to 
‘‘, and provides perhaps the main argament for letting 
preachers loose into the political arena. If the pulpit is to be 
» Vital forca, it is urged, it ought to deal with vital problems; 
ud economics and politics affect the very bread and happiness of the 
Minister's congregants. If the Synagogue wraps itself in detach- 
‘nent from mundane affairs it is doomed to atrophy. The contention 
is plausible and not Without substince. A pulpit without guidance 
on questions which rack the hearts and minds of men is out olf 
‘ouch with realities. It is useless to argue as though religion and 
polities were two completely separated spheres of thought. For 
one thing, Judaism is always proclaimed “a way of life,” a 


system of conduct rather than belief. As. such, it must 


continually impinge on practical everyday problems. Let us take 
« few examples. Judaism is sigually concerned with social ideals, 
as the various laws, which my readers will call to mind, testify. 


— 


I could well understand it if a preacher, taking his cue from the 
spirit of that legislation, travelled into the sphere of economic 
relationships and duties. Indeed, he might travel very far in that 
direction. Could he fairly be charged with introducing irrelevant 
economic questions into his discourses? Take another aspect : 
Judaism preaches Peace. But Peace is a political, as well asa moral, 
problem. The Minister may confine his sermon to such innocuous 
matters as a plea for the League of Nations. But even that 
body now gives rise to heated political differences, since 
some hold it to be a dangerous delusion and snare or, rather, to 
change the metaphor, an anodyne capable of lulling its advocates 
into a perilous sleep. One of the Christian Churches in this country. 
if I remember aright, has declared against an increase of arma. 
ments, as likely to be prejudicial to Peace. A Jewish preacher, of 
ike views, ani no‘ afraid of voicing them, might immediately be 
assailed for meddling in matters which are not his concern. The rights 
of the individual are a Jewish teaching. Ifa Jewish Minister held forth 
on them from his pulpit and incidentally attacked Fascism and 
dictatorships, would he be accused of talking politics ? Again, the late 
Dr. Parker, of the City Temple, incensed at Turkish misdemeanours. 
once cried in a famous sermon: “ God damn the Sultan!" and gave 
many pious Englishmen a terrible shock. If a Jewish Minister. 
bearing in mind the sense of justice and compassion which are of 
the very soul of Judaism, had indulged in a similar outburst. 
though in more measured language, would he have been bombarded 
with complaints that he was intruding into politics? Indeed. 
would not the political caveat debar him from references to Jewish 
persecution abroad—a largely political question? Would it not rule 
out Zionism itself—which is largely political and, so far as some 
adherents are concerned, non-religious—from any reference, let 
alone support, in the Jewish pulpit? Yet I have heard Ministers 
holding forth on both these latter subjects. The trath seems to be 
that there is no clear dividing line between religion and politics. 
The one merges imperceptibly into the other. After all, the Prophets 
did not always argue theological questions. They even went so far 
as to decry formal religious exercises in their passion for social 
justice. “Your new moons and your appointed feasts my sou! 
hateth,’ thundered the Prophet Isaiah. “They are a trouble unto 
me; lam weary to bear them... Wash you, make you clean; put 
away the evil of your doings from before mine eves; cease to do 
evil. Learn to do well; seek judgment; relieve the oppressed, 
judge the fatherless, plead for the widow" ! 


F, then, the preacher is not to be debarred from incursion into the 
political sphere, and we are to admit that Judaism, being a way 

of life for the individual, has a definite relationship with the 
practice of government which controls the way of life of a State, 
what limitations are to be imposed upon pulpit dissertations? Or 
ave no limits to be set at all? There is no doubt that we come up 
against practical difficulties at this point. Politics are apt to 
become party politics. Politicians in the pulpit may tread on the 
corns of many of their audience. Such things may be said to 
consort ill with a religious service. A preacher commending the 
League of Nations may rouse the ire of the believer in the 
Beaverbrook policy. Similarly when Zionism is advocated. The 
difticulty is perhaps an insuperable one—almost the only valid one 
I can think of, in fact. In the circumstances it would seem that 
one can only lay down the proposition that the preacher should 
not be imprisoned in a theological cage but that the rest must 
be a matter for his own tact and judgment of conditions. 
There is only one other argument I can call to mind 
against politics in the pulpit, and that is the vital and 
indeed overmastering need for the explanation of Judaism in 
these days of doubt and drift. Som2 may hold that here is work 
enough, in all conscience, for the preacher. But it would still leave 
the Synagogue isolated to some extent from the outside world, an 
institution remote and aloof, and in danger of its utterances 
falling at the long last on tired ears. A compromise of sorts 
is, however, possible perhaps. Need the deliverances of our 
Ministry be confined within the Synagogue limits? Cannot the 
preacher seek another platform for his teaching on those great 
secular subjects to which I have referred? There is the week. 
night meeting, there is the luncheon-hour address. This latter 
expedient is used, I believe, among other denominations as well as 
inthe Liberal Synagogue. Anyway, preaching outside the Synagogue 
the Jewish view on current problems would be a method which would 
be free from some of the objections I have mentioned. It may not 
contribute to the vitality of the Synagogue. On the other hand, 
it might conceivably help many to a revived interest in that all-

JEWS BOYCOTTED IN DANZIG 
Nazi Activities Increasing 


THE LEAGUE MUST ACT 


'From our Special Correspondent, 


“Die Juden sind unser Ungliick” (The Jews are our Mis- 
fortune) was one of the numerous anti-Jewish slogans used by 
the Nazis during their election campaign in Danzig. Under the 
Constitution the streets of the Free City, like all public places, 
are the property of the State. Nothing should be placed there 
which is inimical to the rights and interests of the citizens. 
Yet the authorities did not take down these anti-Jewish slogans. 


On the contrary, it was workers paid by the State who, like 
the entire State apparatus, were made to help the Nazis, 


who put up these slogans. But the slogans were only a small 
part of the wide anti-Jewish campaign of the Nazis prior to, 
during and still more after the elections. The song ~ When 
Jewish blood runs from the knife then we are twice as happy” 
rang in the streets of Danzig during the elections and still rinjs 
there to-day. In the name of fairness, however, it must be said that 
the Jews were seldom made to suffer physically during the elections. 
Jewish windows were smashed, Jewish newspaper-vendors had their 
wares stolen, Jewish shops were smeared with swastikas. But Jews 
were not beaten. A _ special standing order of the Nazi party 
advised its members to avoid attacking Jews. This was not done 
for the love of Jews; nor because of any sudden awakening of a 
sense of justice in the hearts of the Nazis. It was done for fear 
of the Poles. 

At present there live in the entire territory of the Free Cily 
some 8,000 Jews. Of these about tifty per cent. only are Danzigers. 
The remainder are Polish citizens. And it was the fact that the 
Polish Jews are citizens of another State, with which Dauzig 
must reckon, that ensured the protection of the Jews who are 
citizens of Danzig. It so happened that whenever a Nazi attacked 
» Jew he was a Polish citizen. This brought the Nazis into 
immediate clash with the Polish Commissioner-General. As Danzig 
depends economically on Poland the Nazis had to avoid beating Polish 
Jews. Andas it was not at all easy to distinguish betweena Danzig 
Jew and a Polish Jew the Nazis had to cease beating Jews altogether ; 
particularly during the elections, when the Polish authorities were 
specially anxious to demonstrate their protection of the Jews. 
Yet nobody should envy the Jews in Danzig. Their life is amiserable 
one. They live in constant fearand with the question “ Wohin?” 
always on their lips. 

A two-faced policy is adopted towards them. It is proclaimed 
to the world that all citizens enjoy equal rights in the Free City, 
which is still under the protection of the League. This is done by 
the authorities, by President Greiser and the other members 
of the government. At the same time a boycott of the Jews is 
ruining them economically. This is carried out by Forster, the party 
leader. And as Greiser is under Féerster, who, being Hitler's 
nominee in Danzig, enjoys absolute power there, it is easy to under- 
stand that the authorities support the boycott of Jews in all walks 
of life. Nota single Jew has been left in the employment of the State. 
Not asingle Jew can obtain an order from any State institution. 
Now a bitter campaign is raging to boycott the Jewish shops and 
husinesses. Every night Jewish shops are smeared with signs “Jew,” 
" Judas,” “ Pig,” and so on, to frighten buyers away. This campaign 
started in the suburbs, At Niiteich, Kalkhof, Zoppot, and other places, 
large posters were put up on all windows of Jewish shops warning 
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customers “not to buy from Jews.” Special pickets were 
outside to drive would-be-customers away.

The Tietz Stores 
Boycotted by Own Employees 


The unique case of a Department Store being boycotted by ita 
own employees is reported from Cologne. The store in question is 
that of Tietz and Company, the largest business enterprise of its kind 
in Germany. Prior to 1935 the company belonged to Jews, but soon 
afterwards it was gleichgeschaltet, in other words, the management 
and control of the capital passed into “Aryan” hands. But there 
is still some capital owned by Jews, and for that reason, the anti. 
Jewish boycott propaganda is still directed against the firm. It has 
been found that the employees are its chief boycotters. The manage- 
ment has issued an appeal to them pointing out that it is both 
illogical and unfair to work for a firm, draw wages from it and, at 


the samé time, to boycott it. 


Jewish War Veteran Arrested 
Claimed Right to Fly German Flag 


Dr. Kaufmann, of Frankfort,the South German district leader 
of the Reich Union of Jewish ex-Soldiers at the Front, has been 
arrested for sending a telegram to General Goering declaring that 
the Jewish War Veterans will continue to fly the German flag under 
which they fought in the War, until there is an official order 


published prohibiting it. 


Jewish organisations were recently informed that it was not 
considered desirable that Jews should fly the German colours, and 
the Berlin Jewish Community announced that it bad received sucha 


notification on the eve of the War Heroes’ Memorial Day.

UP-TO-DATE EDUCATION

First in popularity came the Pottery Room. Opened by Sir William 
itothenstein in 1931, this room has been the scence of the School's most 
nteresting effort in applied art and handwork. Throughout this period 
‘he pottery work has been directed by two members of the staff, Messrs. 
+. Coben and J. Rich. A wide variety of hand-moulded pottery has been 
‘ade by the boys. Several boys have become proficient in wheel-work. 
ore recently, modelling has been taken up by the lads. A charming 
-ollection of modelled animals is to be seen in the Boys’ Schoo! Exhibition. 
\n outstanding feature of the pottery work is the decoration executed by 
‘he boys. The designs which are markedly individual have been applied 
not only to the vases, bowls and other pottery-ware made by the lads but 
iso to tiles and all forms of china-ware—plates, cups, jugs, tea-pots, etc. 

Other forms of creative work have been developed. Original verse 
work by the boys has for many years been donc in the School by Mr. 
~. M. Rich. Lads make their own books in the bookbinding class and in

SPECIAL EXHIBITION 


Many Beautiful Manuscripts 
By JACOB LEVEEN 

A small exbibition commemorating the eight hundredth anniversary 
of the birth of Maimonides was opened to the public last week in the 
King’s Library at the British Museum. Some thirty books and mann- 
scripts, mainly drawn from the Department of Oriental Printed Books and 
Manuscripts, but also including specimens from the Department of Printed 
Books and the Department of Manuscripts, were selected to illustrate the 
many-sided intellectual activities of the greatest Jewish Halakhist and 
philosopher of the Middle Ages.* 

Pride of place in the Exhibition is given to two autograph responsa of 
Maimonides, in Arabic, one of them dealing with a dispute between a 
buyer and a seller, the other with the case of a certain teacher of Jewish 
girls, who had rashly vowed not to teach them any longer and then 
repented. Even in these slight opuscules it is illuminating to see how the 
mind of Maimonides shears through the mass of verbiage in which the 
questions are envelope’ and goes straight to the heart of the difficulty. 
His ‘decisions are always models of lucidity and impartiality. 

The finest manuscript exhibited is a beautifully illuminated copy of 
the Mishneh Torah, that monumental treatise on Halakhah, in which the 
whole body of Biblical and Talmudic law is classified and systematised. 
The manuscript, which is a magnificent specimen of the art of the calli- 
grapher as well as of the illuminator, was completed in 5232 (c.m. 1472). 
The copy is written in a Spanish hand, is in two volumes, and is richly 
illuminated, each of the fourteen books in which the work is divided being 
preceded by a full-page illumination of cxquisite workmanship. Two 
early editions of the Mishuch Torah, one printed in Rome before 1480, and 
the other at Soncino in 1490 by Gershon ben Moses Soncino, are also 
included in the exhibition. A manuscript of unique interest, the only 
copy known to exist, is a commentary in Arabic on the first book of the 
Mishneh Torah, by ‘Ala al-Din al-Muwakkit, a Muhammadan author, with 
editions by at least one Jewish redactor. A commentary by a Muslim 
author on a Hiechrew work by Maimonides is a sufficiently eloquent 
testimony to his pervasive influence. 

Maimonides’ Arabic commentary on the Mishnah is represented by one 
manuscript dated 1401. Side by side with this is shown the Hebrew 
version of the commentary on the Order Nashim, by Joseph [bn al- 
Fawwal, in a manuscript written in a Spanish hand of the fourteenth 
century. 


Manuscripts of the “ Guide” 

The work by which Maimonides achieved the greatest fame am ongst 
both Muslim and Christian thinkers was the “Guide for the Perplexed,” 
a masterly synthesis, written in Arabic, of the Aristotelian concepts and 
the basic principles of the Jewish faith. It exercised a profound 
inflaence upon the great medieval philosophers and scholastics in Europe 
such as the English theologian, Alexander of Hales, Albertus Magnus and 
St. Thomas Aquinas. Manuscript copies in the original Arabic and in the 
Hebrew version of Samuel Ibn Tibbun are shown. The copy in Judaeo- 
Arabic is written in a Yemenite hand of the fifteenth century, Samuel 
Ibn Tibbun’s Hebrew version of the “ Guide,” known in its Hebrew form as 
the Morch Nebhukhim, is displayed in a fine copy on vellum, dated A.M. 5041 
(1283). To illustrate the influence of this work on St. Thomas Aquinas, a 
passage from his “Summa Theologica” has been chosen for exhibition, 
where he refers twice to the “Guide” under the title of “ Liber 
Perplexorum,” of ** Rabbi Moyses.” 

It would have been possible to fill half-a-dozen cases with works by 
or relating to Maimonites without exhausting the collection at the 
British Museum. Owing to severe rationing the sclection had to be con- 
fined to a comparatively smal! number of books and manuscripts. Even 
this restricted choice should not fail to impress the visitor to the Exhibi-. 
tion with the monumenta! industry and vast range of a genins, whose 
mind compassed the whole orbit of medieval kuowledge. With every 
succeeding generation the stature of Maimonides grows, and he has 
indubitably established himself as one of the world’s master minds. 


‘Since the above article was written, the exhibition has been enriched by 
the deposit on loan of four manuscripts of Maimonides’ works. Two ‘precious 
manuscripts from his collection have been generously loaned by Mr. D. $, 
Sassoon—a portion of a commentary on the Wisina/ in Arabic, belheved to be @ 
holograph of the author, and a handsomely i/iluminated Spanish copy, of the 
fourteenth century, of the Merch Nebhukhim, in the Hebrew version of Samael 
ben Judah Ibn Tibbun. The other two mafuscripts, kindly loaned by Dr. A. 8. 
Yahuda, contain rare copies in Arabic of some of the medical treatises of 
Maimonides.

The room has all sorts of articles useful for 
measurement and calculation —barrels, zinc baths, water jugs, wall-paper 
rolls, carpet rolls, etc. 

Teaching by Cinema 

Dr. Bernstein brought back from South Africa a de Vry Cinema 
Projector given by an ** Old Boy” at Cape Town-—Mr. H. J. Stodell. A 
cinema room has been fitted out for the use of this projector and films 
are now shown as part of the school work. 

The School gives very beneficial Jewish instruction. The Cohen Hall 
with its Ark, Sefer Torah and Ner Tamid is in effecPa Synagogue. The 
full procedure of the Reading of the Law is carried out by the boys, The 
circuits with the scrolls of the Law and the Lulay procession are carried 
out; a Succah is built in the playground at Tabernacles time and the Seder 
is given for the pupils at Passover. Special attention is given to Hebrew, 
The aim is to enable the boys to understand the prayers they recite. Dr.

THE BEILISS CASE 


“The Decay of Czarism”’ (The Beiliss Trial), by Alex. B. Tager. 
(Philadelphia: Jewish Publication Society of America. $2.50.) 

The book gives the documentary history of the trial and shows up the 
reactionary forces of old Russia, which, in the desperate fight for their 
existence, endeavoured to calm the rising waves of the Revolution by 
pouring on them the oil of the Ritual Murder calumny. The author, who 
must be congratulated on a good piece of work, illustrates most con- 
vincingly into what an abyss of corruption the clique around the 
Emperor was pushing the Russian administration of Justice. Even the 
Minister of Justice, the principal villain of the piece, was only a 
tool, whom the Tsar, blinded by Rasputin and his few personal friends 
into a mysterious belief of his divine rights and destiny, used for the 
staging of this punishment of the wicked Jews for their support of the 
revolutionary movement. The Russian system of trial by jury since 
the Reform of 1862 was fair, and the Russian judges were just as incor- 
ruptible as the English judges are, and this explains the tremendous 
difficulties the Ministry of Justice experienced in staging the trial, from 
its inception to the end. These difficulties are vividly described. The 
judiciary system of Russia showed stubborn resistance to the atte:npts of 
the Government and the case eventually collapsed. 

In opening the secret archives of the old Government the Soviet 
Authorities have rendered the cause of humanity and justice a great 
service and they deserve our gratitude. Among the documents unearthed 
by Mr. Tager are several of special interest to the Anglo-Jewish Com- 
munity. One is a report by the Russian Consu'-Goneral, Baron von 
Haiking, on the English Protest published in May 1912. Sending a copy of 
the Protes‘ tothe Ministry of Foreign Affairs, he wrote : “* The said protest 
has the appearance of interference iu the affairs of the Russian Empire. 
. . » NO foreigners have the right to protest against the indictment. . 
On May 8th, 1912 Count Benkendorf, the Lussian Ambassador in 
London, wrote a personal Iectter to Sazonov, in which he said that 
the English Protest was a “sentimental demonstration ” which entirely 
failed to take into account the impression it might produce in a foreign 
country. He had spoken to Sir Arthur Nicholson about it, expressing his 
astonishment and informing Sir Arthur that a!]l this would simply evoke 
resentment in Russia.” At the end of his letter Count Benkendorf says: 
“Tam certain that public opivion inclines to recognise in this case a 
judicial error and would refuse to put the responsibility upon the Jewish 
religion and upon the whole Jewish people. So at any rate it would be in 
england,” 

There is also another document which refers to Lord Rothschild’s 
letter to Cardinal Merry del Val on the Ganganclli Memorandum (recently 
republished in London under the editorship of Dr. Cecil Roth). The 
Russian Ambassador in Rome reports to Sazonov his own satisfaction 
over the delay in the arrival of the Cardinal's reply to Lord Rothschild’s 
letter, which made it too late for the trial, and he tries to belittle the 
importance of that document. 

Unfortunately, ritual murder accusations will be raised again: the 
book, therefore, should be read as widely as possible. Tbe Nazis, too,

HEBREW AND ITS SISTER TONGUES 

Introduction to Semitic Comparative Linguistics.. By Professor L. H. 
Gray. (New York: Columbia University Press; London: Humphrey 
Miford. 16s. 6d.) 

It is only natural that the remarkable revival of Hebraisin noticeable 
in our days should awaken a new interest in the study of the history and 
philology of the Hebrew language. But such a task can hardly be pursued 
with satisfaction except on the basis of a study of comparative Semitics, 
for it is only when Hebrew is treated not as an isolated language but in 
the light of Aramaic, Arabic and other cognate dialects that what seems: 
strange and arbitrary becomes clear and understandable. Yet despite 
the number of books on the subject, there are very few that can be 
placed with confidence in the hands of beginners. It is this consideration 
which makes the publication of Professor Gray's book of exc ptional 
value. Primarily an Indo-Europeanist, the author seeks to apply the 
principles of Indo-European linguistics to Semitics. Though, as he states. 
this is but an essay in method, it is questionable whether he was well 
advised to succumb to the temptation and resort to this method 
in a work which is intended to be but elementary. This intrusion, 
however, does not impair the practical utility of the book as 
an excellent introduction to the study of Comparative Grammar 
of the Semitic languages. Necognising the importance of Hebrew

No. 807.—-The Proper Study of Mankind 


My Drar COUSLS, 

It is probable that as soon as human intelligence became active, 
men commenced to think about their origin. Many suggestions 
have been made in the course of human history, but finality or 
agreement has not yet been reached. We are still debating the 
point; perhaps it is that, as Pope declared, the proper study of 
Mankind is mau. 

Two theories hold the field. The one is the Biblical account of 
human origins, the other is what may be termed the scientific view. 
\ generation or two ago the differences between these two schools 
of thought were fanned into a fierce flame. It was termed the 
‘‘onflict between Religion and Science, and it became the theme of 
lectures and pamphlets and books and newspaper articles. In 
recent years the scientific view—the theory of eyolution—seemed 
to gain ground and the Biblical view to lose in attractiveness. Hut 
of late the conflict seems to have broken out anew between the 
lundamentalists on the one hand, that is, the people who hold that 
every word in the first three chapters of Genesis is true and 
describes facts which may not be questioned; and on the other, the 
i volutionists, including biologists and anthropologists. 

The Victoria Institute or Philosophical Society of Great Britain, 
founded as far back as 1865, devotes itself “to investigate in a 
reverent spirit important questions of Philosophy and Science, 
especially those bearing upou Holy Scripture.” Last January, Sir 
\mbrose Fleming. a distinguished man of science, devoted his 
Vresidential Address to a defence of the Biblical statements on 
human origins as against the teaching of Evolution. Those who 
desire a clear presentation of the main facts will find in this paper. 
which was recently published by the Victoria Institute. a general 
survey of the whole problem in an attractive form. Sir Ambrose 
considers the theories of the anthropologists and finds them 
wanting. He tells the story briefly of the finding of the “ Nean. 
derthal man,” the skulls discovered in China and Java, and. the 
theories which meu of science have deduced from these fiads. Sir 
\imbrose rejects these theories as untenable, in face of the story iu 
Whether all his readers will be convinced by Sir Ambrose 
is an open question. He certainly propounds some of the diffi. 
culties of the scientific aspect of this problem, but he weakens his 
own position by assuming that what the crowd thinks must 
necessarily be right, and since the scientific theories are in 
opposition to the “verdict of the bulk of mankind,” they are 
therefore wrong. To some minds, and those not the meanest, this 
very argument may be capable of the opposite conclusion. As a 
rule, the verdict of the bulk of mankind is, more often than not.

He gets 
over them by assuming, for he advances no proof, that there was 
more than one creation, that the story in Genesis refers specifically 
to the creation of Adamite Man, and that other acts of creation 
»prought into being other races, including even the Neanderthal, 
Neolithic or Paleaolithic man. In such a view “ the Bible is sub 
tantially the history of the Adamic or Adamite race, and not of 
human race generally.” 

Theories, onty theories! Those who desire to hear the other 

de may turn with advantage to a little book by Sir Arthur Keith, 
nother distinguished man of science, in the “Forum 
published by Messrs. Watts and Co., and entitled “ Darwinism and 
‘is Critics.”  Sir-Avthur~-takes the Presidential Address of Sir 
\mbrose Fleming as his starting poipt and presents an equally clear 
uccount ofthe Darwinian theory. His major criticism of the theory 
olf special creation, as related in the Book of Genesis, is that “it is 
totally at variance with the known facts of man's development.” 
‘Those facts Sir Arthur sets forth in a way to appeal to men of 
ordinary knowledge, and his work may be commended to those in 
search of light on the problem. He is a supporter of the scientific 
view of the origin of life on this planet; as he himself holds, “ we 
of to-day have a much ampler knowledge of living and dead things 
than had the men of the ancient world who wrote when knowledge 
came, not by observation but by ‘inspiration’ or by ‘revelation.’ ’ 
Accordingly “the law of evolution is true; the Biblical record of 
special creation is erroneous.’ 

Where do Jews stand in this matter? It is probably true to 
say that there are Fundamentalists and Evolutionists among Jews, 
is among other-people. In matters of this kind it is well to bear in 
mind that Judaism has no definite dogmatic teaching. Aman may 
be a good Jew, may regulate his life according to Jewish standards, 
may observe all the Jewish customs and may yet accept the 
explanation of scientists as to the orfgtn of life on this planet. To 
men of such temperament the account of the creation in Genesis is 
not science but poetry—Jewish mythology, mythology expressed in 
the Jewish spirit. “Why should not Jews have their mythology ?

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The ancient Hebrews pondered on human origins and furnished 
their answer, just as other peoples did. In India men were taught 
that out of the body of Brahma there emerged the learned, the 
warriors, the tillers of the earth and the handicraftsmen. In Chaldea 
it was held that man was created by mixing earth with the blood of 
the gods, 

It is noteworthy that in Rabbinic literature there appears to be 
no difficulty about the creation of Man. The story in Genesis is 
accepted as a basic fact; the early teachers use it to drive home a 
lesson. Man was made in the image of God; it therefore behoves 
him to cultivate high standards of conduct so as to be worthy of his 
original.

revolutionary movement. The Russian system of trial by jury since 
the Reform of 1862 was fair, and the Russian judges were just as incor- 
ruptible as the English judges are, and this explains the tremendous 
difficulties the Ministry of Justice experienced in staging the trial, from 
its inception to the end. These difficulties are vividly described. The 
judiciary system of Russia showed stubborn resistance to the attempts of 
the Government and the case eventually collapsed. 

In opening the secret archives of the old Government the Soviet 
Authorities have rendered the cause of humanity and justice a great 
service and they deserve our gratitude. Among the documents unearthed 
by Mr. Tager are several of special interest to the Anglo-Jewish Com- 
munity. One is a report by the Russian Consu'-Goneral, Baron von 
Haiking, on the English Protest published in May 1912. Sending a copy of 
the Protest tothe Ministry of Foreign Affairs, he wrote : ** The said protest 
has the appearance of interference in the affairs of the Russian Empire. 
. » » No foreigners have the right to protest against the indictment... .”’ 
On May 8th, 1912 Count Benkendorf, the Russian Ambassador in 
London, wrote a p2rsonal letter to Sazonov, in which he said that 
the English Protest was a “sentimental demonstration ” which entirely 


Russian Ambassador in Rome reports to Sazonov his own satisfaction 
over the delay in the arrival of the Cardinal's reply to Lord Rothschild’s 
letter, which made it too late for the trial, and he tries to belittle the 
importance of that document.

No. 807.—The Proper Study of Mankind 


My DEAR COUSIN, 


It is probable that as soon as human intelligence became active, 
men commenced to think about their origin. Many suggestions 
have been made in the course of human history, but finality or 
agreement has not yet been reached. We are still debating the 
point; perhaps it is that, as Pope declared, the proper study of 
Mankind is man. 

Two theories hold the field. The one is the Biblical account of 
human origins, the other is what may be termed the scientific view. 
A generation or two ago the differences between these two schools 
of thought were fanned into a fierce flame. It was termed the 
Conflict between Religion and Science, and it became the theme of 
lectures and pamphlets and books and newspaper articles. In 
recent years the scientific view—the theory of evolution—seemed 
to gain ground and the Biblical view to lose in attractiveness. But 
of late the conflict seems to have broken out anew between the 
fundamentalists on the one hand, that is, the people who hold that 
every word in the first three chapters of Genesis is true and 
describes facts which may not be questioned; and on the other, the 
Kvolutionists, including biologists and anthropologists. 

The Victoria Institute or Philosophical Society of Great Britain, 
founded as far back as 1865, devotes itself “to investigate in a 
reverent spirit important questions of Philosophy and Science, 
especially those bearing upon Holy Scripture.” Last January, Sir 
Ambrose Fleming, a distinguished man of science, devoted his 
Presidential Address to a defence of the Biblical statements on 
human origins as against the teaching of Evolution. Those who 
desire a clear presentation of the main facts will find in this paper, 
which was recently published by the Victoria Institute, a general 
survey of the whole problem in an attractive form. Sir Ambrose 
considers the theories of the anthropologists and finds them 
wanting. He tells the story briefly of the finding of the “ Nean- 
derthal man,” the skulls discovered in China and Java, and the 
theories which menu of science have deduced from these finds. Sir 
Ambrose rejects these theories as untenable, in face of the story in 
Genesis. Whether all his readers will be convinced by Sir Ambrose 
is an open question. He certainly propounds some of the diffi. 
culties of the scientific aspect of this problem, but he weakens his 
own position by assuming that what the crowd thinks must 
necessarily be right, and since the scientific theories are in 
opposition to the “verdict of the bulk of mankind,” they are 
therefore wrong. To some minds, and those not the meanest, this 
very argument may be capable of the opposite conclusion. As a 
rule, the verdict of the bulk of mankind is, more often than not, 
wholly erroneous. 

Sir Ambrose is all in favour of what is termed “ Special 
Creation.” Man came into the world when God made him out of 
the dust of the earth and breathed into his nostrils the breath of 
life. But he himself cannot quite comprehend this act. None the 
less he accepts it. “It does not follow that the nature of that 
beginning or Creation must be intelligible to our human minds.” 
Sir Ambrose accepts the Biblical miracles without question ; why 
therefore not accept.also the Biblical story of the creation of Adam? 
Yet he admits certain difficulties in the Biblical narrative. He gets 
over them by assuming, for he advances no proof, that there was 
more than one creation, that the story in Genesis refers specifically 
to the creation of Adamite Man, and that other acts of creation 
brought into being other races, including even the Neanderthal, 
Neolithic or Paleaolithic man. In such a view “ the Bible is sub- 
stantially the history of the Adamic or Adamite race, and not of 
the human race generally.” 

Theories, onty theories! Those who desire to hear the other 
side may turn with advantage to a little book by Sir Arthur Keith, 
another distinguished man of science, in the “Forum Series” 
published by Méssrs. Watts and Co., and entitled “ Darwinism and 
its Critics.” - Sir-Avthur-takes the Presidential Address of Sir 
Ambrose Fleming as his starting poipt and presents an equally clear 
account of the Darwinian theory. His major criticism of the theory 
of special creation, as related in the Book of Genesis, is that “it is 
totally at variance with the known facts of man’s development.” 
Those facts Sir Arthur sets forth in a way to appéal to men of 
ordinary knowledge, and his work may be commended to those in 
search of light on the problem. He is a supporter of the scientific 
view of the origin of life on this planet ; as he himself holds, “we 
of to-day have a much ampler knowledge of living and dead things 
than had the men of the ancient world who wrote when knowledge 
came, not by observation but by inspiration | or by ‘ revelation.’

FRANCE 
Retraining the Refugees 


The Work of “ Agriculture et Artisanat” 


A PRACTICAL EFFORT 
[From a Correspondent] 


It was early realised in France, following the flood of immigra- 
tion from Germany, that one of the most vital needs was to give as 
many of the refugees as possible the chance of creating for them- 
selves a new life. One of the leading organisations in this field was 
the Paris Committee “ Agriculture et Artisanat,” a body presided 
over by the ex-Minister, M. Justin Godart, well-known for 
his zeal in Jewish causes, which immediately set about providing 
young refugees with a change of calling. France possesses a large 
number of well-equipped apprentice-shops, directed by MM. Luc 
(Chief Director of Technical Education in France) and Roumajon. 
These men have given refugees a chance such as few countries 
have provided, of learning a handicraft which they can practise 
later on either in Palestine or elsewhere. The French Home Office, 
in spite of the strict regulations concerning foreigners now enforced, 
has acknowledged the usefulness of the efforts “ Agriculture et 
Artisanat " has been making, and has granted its students permission 
to stay in France until the end of their training. 

In the 28 training schools and apprentice-shops with which 
“ Agriculture et Artisanat’’ has co-operated during its two years 
of existence, over 350 Jews have been trained as carpenters, metal- 
workers, agricultural artisans, locksmiths, masons, blacksmiths, 
shoemakers, gardeners, cooks, etc. Of this number, some 200 have 
already left France, most of them for Palestine. Because of their 
greater maturity—the refugees trained are between 16 and 35 years 
old—they finish their training more quickly than the younger 
French apprentices. The directors of the French workshops 
have in many cases arranged special courses for the refugees. 
A number of students (about 50) also received permission to take 
a temporary post from the French Government, thus enabling 
them to gain additional experience in French factories before 
emigrating. An exhibition, opened last year in the students’ hostel 
run by “ Agriculture et Artisanat ’ showed the work these trainees do. 
Except for a small minority, the refugees trained in France have 
easily found work in the countries to which they subsequently 


emigrated. 
The Cultural Side 


The organisation lays particular stress on strengthening and 
developing “the contact of the trainees with Judaism. For this 
reason, the students’ hostel and educational centre has instituted 
courses in Hebrew, Jewish history, Palestinian subjects, etc., which 
the students in the French provinces take as postal courses. Larger 
groups of provincial students have, in addition, a leader to whom 
they can refer for information on these subjects. 

Up till now, the “Agriculture et Artisanat” organisation has 
received considerable support from English and American charitable 
organisations for its work which, together with the support received 
from French Jews, has enabled it to carry through the financing of 
its scheme. 

It is noteworthy that during the last few months, many of the 
hundreds of candidates who presented themselves for a training- 
course (and whom “ Agriculture et Artisanat” has been unable to 
enrol owing to lack of funds) were not refugees. Asa result of the 
crisis, many East European Jews who have been in Paris for years, 
as well as a number of French Jews, have applied to the organisation 
in order to learn a new calling. This turn of affairs offers new 
opportunities to “ Agriculture et Artisanat” which the committee 
has not up to now been able to deal with. For the immediate 
future it is imperative to help these other young people who would 
otherwise be faced with an almost hopeless existence.

The “ Protocols " Trial 


New Nazi Attempt at Postponement 


The Swiss Telegraphic Agency publishes a report that the 
defence in the “ Protocols” trial in Berne which is due to re-open 
next week, has lodged objections against ten witnesses who gave 
evidence during the hearing in October, alleging that they 
committed perjury, and that it is not sure, therefore, whether it 
will be.possible to resume the trial on the appointed day. This 
appears to be an attempt to revive the allegations of perjury made 
by the Nazi defence in January and dropped when the’ Berne Court 
asked for substantiation of the charge. 

The JUEDISCHE PRESSZENTRALE, of Ziirich, quotes an appeal by 
the WELTDIENST, of Erfurt, the organ of Lt.-Col, Fleischhauer, the

Transfer Agreement 


CURRENCY FACILITIES FOR GERMAN-JEWISH REFUGEES 


A new order has been issued in Berlin under which currency 
payments may be made into a special account in {the Bank of the 
Temple Society, for persons of Jewish nationality and German 
citizenship who are already in Palestine, if they left the country 
with comparatively small sums, since ‘shown to be inadequate for 
establishing an independent economic existence. The certificate of 
the Emigrant Advisory Office can be supplemented in such case by 
a certificate of the German Consulats in Palestine. A certificate 
of the Association of German Immigrants in Palestine suffices if the 
German Consulate states that the certificates issued by this 
organisation may ia general be accepted. If the amount to be paid 
in and the amount already transferred through the special account 
exceeds 60,000 marks, it will be for the Reich Currency Office to 
decide. There will also be no objection toa gift to the emigrant 
already in Palestine being paid to his account, if it really is a gift, 
and the donor is a near relative, parent, brother or sister. The 
authorities will have to be assured, however, that the donor is not 
merely seeking to evade taxation. , 


Question in Parliament 
TRADE AGREEMENTS 


In the House of Commons recently, Captain STRICKLAND 
«.. Coventry), asked the Colonial Secretary whether he would 
consider the desirability of negotiating trade agreements between 
Palestine and the several countries which export large quantities 
of goods to Palestine without purchasing from Palestine more than 
a negligible quantity of Palestine produce. 

Sir. P. CuNLirre-ListTer: Yes, the requirements of Palestine have 
received, and will continue to receive, careful consideration. I 
think it will be found in practice that the most satisfactory results 
are likely to be obtained in the course of the negotiation of a 
commercial treaty undertaken by the United Kingdom Government. 


Hebrew University Celebrations 


The tenth anniversary of the opening of the Hebrew University 
by the late Lord Balfour on April Ist, 1925, was celebrated at the 
open air theatre of the University Building on Mount Scopus. 
A procession of professors, research workers and students of 
the University, of pupils of the secondary schools, students from 
all parts of the country, delegations and visitors went to the theatre, 
where the High Commissioner, Sir Arthur Wauchope, the Chancellor 
of the University, Dr. J. L. Magnes, Mr. Nahum Sokolow, the 
President of the Jewish Agency and the Zionist World Organisation, 
Dr. Weizmann and Professor Selig Brodetsky addressed the gathering. 
An empty chair was draped in black, in mourning for Bialik. 


Bialik Exhibition 

A Bialik Memorial Exhibition was opened last week in Tel-Aviv, 
those present at the opening including Mr. Nahum Sokolow, 
Mr. Ussishkin, Mr. Mayer Dizengoff, the Mayor of Tel-Aviv, 
representatives of Jewish institutions and many well-known authors. 
The High Commissioner, Sir Arthur Wauchope, sent a message of 
greeting. The Exhibition is intended to present a picture of Bialik’s 
vision of the Jewish Palestine. A pageant has been arranged, the 
scenes of which have all been taken from Bialik’'s poems. An 
Exhibition of books, giving a complete survey of over 2,000 volumes 
printed in Palestine from 1575 till the present day, has been 


arranged by the Hebrew University Library in connection with the 
Bialik Memorial Exhibition. 


The Palestine Friends of the Hebrew University have issued a 
book let “ Bialik on the Hebrew University,” in which are reprinted 
some of the poet's speeches about the Institution. 


Arlosoroff Fund Buys Land 


— 


With the monies received from the Arlosoroff Fund the Keren 
Kayemeth has bought about 3,793 dunams in the Semakh district, to which 
title has already been taken. Most of this land is already being ploughed 
and sown. The new acquisition, like land previously purchased by the 
Keren Kayemeth at Semakh, is not a single continuous tract but is made 
up of a number of separate parcels. Before settlement can be established 
here, it is necessary to concentrate the J.N.F. holdings of about 9,000 
dunams in one block which can be done only by effecting exchange with 
the Arab landowners of the district. Negotiations for this purpose have 
been going on for about six months, and it is hoped they will be completed 
by the end of the year. When the J.N.F. holdings at Semakh are combined 
in one tract, the area will be sufficient for some hundreds of farms.

Reorganising the Youth Movement 


Fusion of Zionist Bodies 


The New “ Federation of Zionist Youth” 


“ESSENTIAL DUTY” OF PROPAGANDA 


At the Tenth Annual Conference of the Association of Young 
Zionist Societies, which was held on Sunday afternoon and evening 
at Woburn House, a resolution was carried unanimously for the 
complete fusion of this body with the University Zionist Federation 
into the “ Federation of Zionist Youth.’ The constitution of the 
amalgamated body, drawn up by representatives of the two bodies 
was, with certain amendments, agreed to by the A.Y.Z.S., and the 
first Conference of the new Federation was held on Monday in the 
same building at which the Constitution was adopted. 

At the afternoon session of the A.Y.Z.S. on Sunday, presided 
over by Dr. E. Hinden, who delivered his Presidential Address, the 
Annual Report and various other reports were submitted and carried. 

The report of the Secretary, Mr. N. Goldenberg, stated inter 
alia that it was with great gratification that they recorded -the 
departure of numbers of their members for Eretz Yisrael during 
the last year, and that “ this is to us but an indication of the greatly 
increased Aliyah which will undoubtedly go in future years. The 
last year has also seen some indication, though very nebulous at 
the moment, of an awakening on the part of the hitherto apathetic 
Anglo-Jewish youth to the preachings of the Zionist movement. In 
some cases this has resulted in new Societies or new members 
for our Organisation; in others, merely by a_ tendency to 
donate moneys to the National funds or to form new organisa 
tions which, though sympathetic to Zionism, do not make 
Zionism the paramount aim of their movement. These organisa- 
tions flourished about the time of Hitler's rise to power. Since then, 
however, many of them have disbanded and others have lost that 
first enthusiasm which was the cause of their formation. In our 


opinion, this was inevitable, and was due solely to the fact that 


these organisations had no ideal for which to work, trying unfor- 
tunately to embrace in their platform only sympathies and not 
concrete ideals.” 

It was their belief that when amalgamation with the U.Z.F. was 
an accomplished fact, the strengthened organisation would be able 
to turn its mind more effectively towards the essential duty, never 
more important than to-day, of preaching the ideals of Zionism far 
and wide throughout the length and breadth of the community. 


Failure of District Councils 
The Report states that the last session had not been a successful 
one in so far as District Councils were concerned, and that the only 
Council which had been able to function at all successfully had been 
the West London District Council. It had been found that Provin- 
cial District Councils, though successful in theory, had not proved 


at all beneficial where they had extended over more than one town 
as co-operation had not been possible to any great extent, and i; had 
been found that the system of one Executive Representative jy 
charge of local work, acting as Liaison Officer between the Central 
Office and Societies, was much more satisfactory. 

On the subject of educational work, the Report states ¢)),; ;; 
was mostly carried out under the auspices of the Joint Cu)i ura) 
Committee. Attempts had been made to open up new aveniies of 
approach to members-in so far as cultural work was concerned and 
co-operation had been started with various overseas organis:| 
which, it was hoped, would later on expand into a very tangible form 
of co-operation. 

Lack of Progress in Hebrew 


It was with regret that they had to report the lack of any 
considerable progress in the sphere of Hebrew. This had bee due 
partly to lack of suitable personnel who could undertake the 
necessary administrative duties. 

Dealing with the practical work of the Association, the Report 
records that it was gratifying to note the increase in the amount 
raised by their London Societies at this year’s East London J \ 1. 
Bazaar, and the complete overhauling of the Shekel work in tho 
Association, which had been carried out by Mr. Solomon. They 
hoped that with the end of the Shekel Year 5696, a great improve. 
ment would have been made in their work for Skekalim. 

The Report refers to the cordial relations which existed bet ween 
the Association, the Zionist Federation and the J.N.F., and mentio); 
the fact that, acting on a resolution moved at the last J.\.1. 
Conference by the Young Zionists present, the headquarters of {)). 
J.N.F. were proposing to organise a Youth Council which would 
deal with Palestinian education among the youth movements. 
Their representative on this Council was Mr. N. Goldenberg. The 
work of the Council would consist of the provision of lectures on 
Palestine to such organisations as wished to avail themselves of 
these facilities, of the exhibition of films on Palestine and the 
provision of an extensive library dealing with Palestine. It was 
felt that this departure on the part of the J.N.F. was a very welcome 
one indeed, and ought to be of great use both to their Londou 
Societies and also to the Provincial Societies, to which this scheme 
would no doub: be extended after it had been stabilised in London. 


_New Federation Meets 


At Monday's First Annual Conference of the Federation of 
Zionist Youth, the formation of the Federation was formally declared 
at the first sitting following a resolution which was carried. The 
resolution also stated that the Federation shall continue all the 
work previously undertaken by the two organisations A.\Y.7.5. and 
U.Z.F., subject to the constitution. 

The joint Body approved the Constitution which was passed by 
the A.Y.Z.S. after the adoption of one or two amendments. 

At Monday afternoon's session the discussion was devoted to 
the future work and activities of the Federation. 

A report was submitted by Mr. Goldenberg 
propaganda, education and other matters.

VIEWS GIVEN AT PRESS CONFERENCE 


Mr. Nahum Sokolow, President of the Jewish Agency and 
the Zionist World Organisation, Dr. Selig Brodetsky, head of the 
Political Department of the Jewish Agency Executive, and Mr. 
serl Locker, head of the Organisation Department, addressed a 
Press Conference in Jerusalem on the results of the Actions 
‘ommittee meeting. Mr. Sokoiow said that the Zionist movement 
had acquireda place among the nations, and had become a defiuite 
political power. TheJewish National Home was now a much clearer 
ulea. He was satisfied with the results of the Actions Committee 
meeting, despite the fact that peace had not been reached. He 
called for intensified activity on behalf of the Shekel. 

Professor Selig Brodetsky said that separatist political activities 
such as the Revistonist petition to Geneva were damaging to the 
Zionist political work. . Despite their general progress, they had 
regressed in regard to the number of Jewish Government officials 
and the Jewish share of the Government budget. He urged the 
importance of a sense of political responsibility on the part of all 
parties, 

Mr. Berl Locker said that the most important result of the 
meeting was the acceptance of the discipline clause in the Shekel 
forms. Revisionist participation in the Congress must be preceded 
by acceptance of the discipline rule, he said. A Coalition was 


possible, but only on the condition of the sovereignity of the 
majority. | 


Revisionists Considering Separate Congress 
PLEBISCITE TO BE HELD 


The Executive Committee of the Revisionist World Organisation 
has decided, at a meeting held in Paris on Monday, under the chair- 
manship of M. Viadimir Jabotinsky, to prohibit members of the 
Revisionist World Union and its affiliated bodies from participating 
actively or passively (by voting or standing for election) in the 
elections to the next Zionist Congress. The Executive is considering 
‘he creation of an independent Zionist Organisation, and will submit 
‘or the approval of the members of the Revisionist World Union and its 
Milated bodies a resolution proclaiming the creation of an inde- 
pendent Zionist Organisation to hold its constituent Congress on the 
hasis of the Jewish Stafe and the Herzlian Shekel in December, 1935. 

A plebiscite of the membership has been fixed for May 19tb, the 
result of which will be regarded by the Revisionist Executive as a 
vole of confidence. 

It is reported that Dr. J. Brutzkus has resigned from the 
evisionist Executive in view of the decisions taken.

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Palestine’s Foreign Trade 
From Mr. A. M. HYAMSON, O.B.E. 
To the Editor of THe JewisH CHRONICLE 


Sizn,-I hav. real with much interest Mr. Lourie’s valuable and 
thoughtful article on Palestine’s Foreign Trade. He has chozen a subject 
which already arouses much thought among all to whom Palestine’s 
prosperity and future are a matter of concern and will in the future arouse 
still more attention on their part. Palestine, in view of her present 
and future development, must depend to an ever increasing extent 
on foreign trade. The more this foreign trade ircreases the better 
so long a3 there is some sort of balance between imports and exports. As 
Mr. Lourie points out, this balance is continually widening. Of course 
the real adverse balance is not nearly as high as twelve million pounds. 
There should be dedacted from this amount funds received by public, 
charitable and educational institutions, both Jewish and Christian. There 
is also the expenditure of the British Government on the Anny and Air 
Force, the money left in the country by tourists and other visitors, the 
money sent to Palestine for the maintenance of aged relatives there— 
although it is said that more money of this description now leaves the 
country than enters it—and above all capital brought by immigrants 
or sent by residents abroad for investment there. On the other hand 
there must be taken into account the interest on the Palestine Loan 
and the dividends earned by limited companies operating in Palestine 
the greater part of whose capital is earned abroad. The largest of 
all these items is undoubtedly ths immigrants’ money. Unfortunately, 
with the present knowledge no useful estimates of any of these items can 
be given and itis to be hoped that the Department of Statistics which 
is about to be formed by the Government will give early attention to 
them. That, however, is somewhat academic. The practical need 
arises to bridge the gap and as speedily as possible, and Mr. Lourie 
eniphasises the need for increasing Palestine’s exports. To do so 
to any appreciable extent will be very difficult, although there is no need 
to relax efforts for that reason. Another line can, however, be followed at 
the same time, and that is to reduce imports. Whatever happans, imports 
into Palestine must always be relatively considerable. Palestine is depen- 
lent on foreign countries for so many of her necessities. Bat imporis 
are by no means limited to necessities and the casiest and most obvious 
step to be taken at once is to reduce, if not abolish, the import of these 
unnecessaries partly by the imposition of extremely heavy duties on 
them and partly by a self-denying ordinance on the part of all patriots to 
refrain from consuming any luxuries of foreign origin. It is realised that 
a’ reduction of foreign trade is not desirable in theory, and that this 
course would deprive sections of the population of many things to which 
they have been long accustomed. But in this, as in all other matters, 
Palestine’s position is exceptional ; and that gap of twelve million pounds 
arouscs much misgiving.

Christianity and Judaism 
> 
Must Stand or Fall Together 


THE CATHOLIC VIEW OF THE NAZI MENACE 


Mr. A. 8. Elwell-Sutton writes in the April issue of the Monta: 

Herr Rosenberg, like Hitler and the late Houston Stewart Chamber- 
lain and other inspirers and lights of Nazi-ism, builds on anti-Semitism. 
To combat the Jews, Rosenberg produces a *’ Chosen People’’ too. They 
are the Germans... There is something in all this curiously akin to the 
primitive trivial beliefs of the Hebrews which the Prophets and Rabbis 
gradually replaced with their new and grander revelation. Herr Rosenberg 
would bring the Germans back to that primitive state which they were 
still in in the eighth century A.D., when the Jews had already abandoned 
it for over 1,000 years! Nor is it at all certain that he will not meet with 
considerable success. A religion of humility, mercy, restraint and 
neighbourly love is not a popular thing, asthe Prophcts knew too well 
when they preached it to the recalcitrant Hebrews and Jews. It is much 
more attractive to flery youth to be told that it should give free rein to its 
impulses, should be proud, flerce, unpitying and an admirer of power and 
force. 

Christianity and Judaism, attacked thus together in their funda- 
mentals, must stand or fall together. Were Judaism to be crushed, 
Christianity would be greatly weakened. The-e is, indeed, no fear of 
such complete catastrophe. Jews have assurance of their imperish- 
ability when true to themselves. Christians know that their truths have 
survived the torture chamber, the arena and the stake. But neither 
Christianity nor Judaism is required to wait passively for the onfall of 
these disasters to them and to the world.

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Palestine’s Foreign Trade 
From Mr. A. M. HYAMSON, O.B.E.

Sin, L have real with much interest Mr. 
thoughtful article on Palestine’s Foreign Trade. He has chozen a subject 
which already arouses much thought among all to whom Palestine’s 
prosperity and future are a matter of concern and will in the future arouse 
still more attention on their part. Palestine, in view of her present 
and future development, must depend to an ever increasing extent 
on foreign trade. The more this foreign trade increases the better 
so long a3 there is some sort of balance between imports and exports. As 
Mr, Lourie points out, this balance is continually widening. Of course 
the real adverse balance is not nearly as high as twelve million pounds. 
There should be deducted from this amount funds received by public, 
charitable and educational institutions, both Jewish and Christian. There 
is also the expenditure of the British Government on the Army and Air 
Force, the money left in the country by tourists and other visitors, the 
money sent to Palestine for the maintenance of aged relatives there 
although it is said that more money of this description now leaves the 
country than enters it—and above all capital brought by immigrants 
or sent by residents abroad for investment there. On the other hand 
there must be taken into acconnt the interest on the Palestine Loan 
and the dividends earned by limited companies operating in Palestine 
the greater part of whose capital is earned abroad. The largest of 
all these items is undoubtedly ths immigrants’ money. Unfortunately, 
with the present knowledge no useful estimates of any of these items can 
be given and itisto be hoped that the Department of Statistics which 
is abont to be formed by the Government will give early attention to 
them. That, however, is somewhat academic. The practical need 
arises to bridge the gap and as speedily as possible, and Mr. Lourie 
emphasises the need for increasing Palestine’s exports. To do s» 
to any appreciable extent will be very difficult, although there is no need 
to relax efforts for that reason. Another line can, however, be followed at 
the same time, and that is to reduce imports. Whatever happons, imports 
into Palestine must always be relatively considerable. Palestine is depen- 
dient on foreign countries for so many of her necessities. But imports 
are by no means limited to necessities and the casiest and most obvions 
step to be taken at once is to reduce, if not abolish, the import of these 
unnecessaries partly by the imposition of cxtremely heavy duties on 
them and partly by a self-denying ordinance on the part of all patriots to 
refrain from consuming any luxuries of foreign origin. It is realised that 
a reduction of foreign trade is not desirable in theory, and that this 
course would deprive sections of the population of many things to which 
they have been long accustonied. But in this, as in all other matters, 
Valestine’s position is exceptional ; and that gap of twelve million pounds 
arouses much misgiving,

Debt and Finance Problems 


ANNUAL MEETING 

The Aunual Court of the Governors and Subscribers of the 
Jewish Orphanage, West Norwood, was held last week at the Offices 
of the Institution, 31, Duke Street, Aldgate, E.C. Mr. Alphonse D. 
Joseph, one of the Vice-Presidents, presided in the absence of Mr. 
Anthony de Rothschild, the President. 

On the motion of the CHAIRMAN, Mr. de Rothschild was re-elected 
President for the ensuing year. The following were also re-elected: Mr. 
Alphonse D. Joseph, Lady Spielman, Mr. 8S. O. Lazarus and Mrs. A. Q. 
Henriques, J.P., Vice-Presidents; Messrs. M. M. 8. Gubbay, C.5.1., C.L.E., 
and Adolph Tanburn, Treasnrers; Deloitte, Plender, Griffiths and Co., 
Auditors ; and the Committee, with the addition of Mr. H. B. de Mesquita. 

Mr. M. M. 8. GUBBAY presented the Treasurers’ Statement for 1954, 
which mentions that at the close of the year the Charity was im debt to 
the amount of £4,040, £1,500 of this amount being a loan from an Orphans 
Aid Society, and the balance £2,540 representing a liability in respect of 
unexpended income of Trust Funds of the Orphanage. The total ordinary 
income was £25,827 and the total ordinary expenditure was £25,056. The 
Charity’s funds had this year benefited by £115, being the amount of 
Income Tax refunded under the Seven-Year Covenants. Donations have 
decreased by £247. The Treasurers fear that the receipts from cinemas 
in the coming year will be greatly reduced, new arrangements having 
been introduced by the L.C.C. which will alversely affect their income 
from this source by over £250, 

Annual Report 
The CHAIRMAN presented the Annual Report which, with the 


Treasurer's Statement, was adopted. The following are extracts from the 
Annual Report : 


Largely owing to the unremitting care and devotion of the Superintendent 
and Matron and of the medical and resident staffs, the health of the children at 
Norwood has been good; and the school in this respect compares very favourably 
with other institutions of a similar type. 

At the close of the year, there were 402 children in residence. During the 
vear, 71 children left the Orphanage and 63 were admitted. The average number 
of resident girls and bovs for the year was 410, the highest namber at any period 
being 420 and the lowest 101. There were also ®) day scholars, 9 of these being 
non-Jewish. 

The reports of the Examiner in Hebrew and Religion show that the children 
receive a thorough grounding in the tenets of their faith, and that the Orphanage 
is worthily maintaining one of its most cherished traditions. In secular subjects 
too, the girls and boys have acquitted themselves admirably. During the vear 
no less than nine scholarships were gained. Four of these are L.C.C. Trade 
Scholarships, won by two girls and two boys, entitling the holders to instruction 
at day trade schools where they are trained to become skilled workers and to 
qualify for the better positions in industry. One girl and four bovs have been 
awarded L.C.C, Supplementary or Junior Scholarships, entitling them to free 
education at approved secondary schools. 

During the summer vacation, thirty girls enjoved a fortnight’s holiday at 
Seaford, while another thirty joined the Girl Guides’ Camp in the Isle of Wight. 
Kighty bovs “Te at Walmer with the Jewish Lads’ Brigade, and through the 
kindness of Mr. B. L. Y. Henriques forty of our younger boys participated in 
the Camp of the Oxford and St. George’s Boys’ Club of the Bernhard Baron 
bettlement at Goring-by-Sea. 119 children went home to relations or friends, 
while 283 girls and boys spent their vacation at Norwood where most enjovable 
programmes were arranged for them by the Superintendent and his staff. The 
Committee have ander consideration for the approaching summer an extension 
of the holiday schemes, under which it is hoped that every child will have at 
least one week's holiday away from the Orphanage. 

Orphan Aid Societies have done excellent work during the vear and have 
established a record for the movement, the contribution for 1951 being no less 
than £5,721. 


Consecration of Bed 

As a result of the combined efforts of the Finsbury Park and Victoria 
and Chelsea Orphan Aid Societies in organising a Charity Concert at the 
Prince of Wales Theatre last October, sufficient money was raised to 
endow a bed at the Jewish Orphanage. The consecration ceremony was 
held on the 14th inst. before a representative gathering of over 100 people. 
The bed was named as a token of gratitude tothe Directors of the Theatre 
(who had lent their theatre free of all cost) in memory of Israel 
(lore who died in Palestine some time ago, and who was father of Mr. 
Charlies Clore, the lessee of the theatre. Lady Spielman, in welcoming 
the guests, referred to the excellent work that the Orphan Aid Societies 
were doing on behalf of the Institution, and pointed out that during the 
past year they had excelled all their previous efforts by contributing no 
less than £8,700, over a third of the total income of the Orphanage. 

Mr. Charles Rothschild, Chairman of the Aid Societies Joint 
Advisory Committee, thanked Lady Spielman. Mr. Charles Clore. in 
responding, thanked the Committees for their kindness in naming the Bed 
in memory of his father. That was his first visit to the Institution but 
he could see what valuable work was being done. He wonld be pleased 
to lend his theatre again this year for a further concert, and looked forward 
to its being an annual event. The visitors were shown over the Orphanage, 
and through the generosity of Mr. S. Kale and Mr. I. Wieselherg, the 
oto ge were each presented with a box of chocolates and fruit for 
their tea.

Jewish Study Circles’ Union

The Rev. Dr. I. W. Slotki, Hon. Principal, presided at a special 
meeting of the Study Circles, held on Sunday at the Talmud Torah 
Rooms, Bent Street. In his Report, he spoke of the progress made 
since the founding of the Study Circles ten years ago, with the aim 
of educating suitably boys and girls during the period of adolescence. 
In that ten years, hundreds of young people had attended their classes. 
The chief aim at the beginning was study. They believed that 
it was through acquiring Jewish knowledge and general enlighten- 
ment thaf, as men and women, they could fulfil the fanction 
of civilised beings and loyal members of the Jewish Community. 
Seven years ago, as a recognition of the value also of physical 
development and recreation, a social side was introduced for sport 
and other forms of relaxation. Study, however, remained the chief 
aim. Dr. Slotki concluded with an appeal for extension of the Study 
Circles into the other districts of Manchester and Salford besides 
Cheetham. They had the distinction, he said, of being the largest 
movement of their kind in the country, and their principle of study 
should be spread. 

Mr. S. Levy, Hon. Secretary, presented his report. He outlined 
the various sections’ activities during the year and read out an 
impressive list of members’ successes at the Universities and Jews’

An All-Round Athlete 


Among Jewish athletes of note must be placed Harold Horwich, who 
was a member of the British Maceabi team which competed at the Second 
Maccabiah recently. A representative of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE inter- 
viewed Horwich prior to his leaving 
for Palestine and obtained some 
details of his interesting career. A 
native of Manchester. Horwich 
started playing football at \the age of 
ten and was coached by Frank 
Jeffries, the old Preston North End 
and English International player, 
who was ‘hen trainer to the South- 
port Football Clab. Horwich gained 
a lot of experience by practising 
in his spare time with the Southport 
professionals. 

On coming to London at the age, 
of sixteen, he went to the Poly- 
technic Secondary School, where he 
had the unique distinction of play- 
ing in every school Soecer team 
in his first term, working his way 
up from the fifth to the first team. 
Scoring freely at centre-forward, he 
was given his chance with the first 
eleven in the last match of the 
season and played at outside-right 
because the regular player in that 
position had been injured. Horwich 
scored three goals, and held the 
wing position until he left school, having gained first team colours for house 
and school. He was also invited to play for the Public Schools Soccer 
Team, but through an injury was wnable to accept. He later joined the 
Old Quintinians, and for the last three years he played regularly for their 
team. In his first year with the *‘ Old Quins,” he helped them to win 
the championship of the Old Boys’ League and to reach the semi-final of 
the Surrey A.F.A. Senior Cup. In the following year the team were 
runners-up in the League and played in the A.F.A. Senior Cup and 
Middlesex Senior Cup. 

Horwich was in fine form at this period, and was chosen to play for 
the League XI im representative matches against Cambridge University, 
Bristol University; the Seuthern Amateur League, the Southern 
Olympian League, Civil Service League, etc. He has been approached 
to sign forms for several leading amateur clubs, and was given a 
trial by the Casuals at the beginning of this season, as the result of 
which he was asked to play regularly for them. Horwich is a very keen 
cricketer, and gained School first XI colours at the ** Poly,’ and was also 
Vice-Captain of the House XI. Since leaving school he has played 
regularly for the first team of the Old Quintinians Cricket Club, and has 
been promised a trial game with Shepherd's Bush C.C, this season, At 
school he gained his House colours for athletics and net-ball, and was 
chosen as reserve to the school athletic team which competed in the 
Public School Sports at Stamford Bridge in 1951. Lawn tennis is another 
pastime enjoyed by the subject of this sketch.

Aviation Drama at the Westminster 


Mr. Christen Jul, the author of this play, is a Dane, and one 
must immediately pay tribute to his sure command of easy colloquial 
English, for he wrote the play in English before he translated it into 
his native tongue and successfully presented it in Copenhagen. 


There are moments of impressive suspense in this piece, which takes 
as its theme the old Icelandic legend of the women angels whom the old 
heathen gods deputed to attend upon mortal heroes. Brought up-to-date 
we have Joyce Bland as the modern equivalent of one of these mythical 
ladies, inspiring in work and baffling in love ; Torin Thatcher who plays 
the part of a young aeroplane inventor and pilot, a genius whose two 
heroic battles with the problems of aerial navigation provide the great 
thrills. 

Now Mr. Jul should have struck a better proportion between the main 
story, illustrating his theme and revealing the aviator'’s genius and 
heroism and their relation to his “ Valkyrie,” and the secondary plot, 
which deals with that lady's fruitless infatuation for a charming butterfly 
painter. As it is, the latter keeps barging in and providing an irritating flow 
of small talk just when we want our emotions to expand over the thrilling 
struggles of the here. The painter's character being very lightly sketched 
while a background figure of an old war-time pilot, the hero's assistant, 
is carved in bold relief, throws the picture out of perspective still more. 
The third act is easily the best, which is as it should be ; though I don't 
sec Why rival aeroplane manufacturers should be more lawless in their 
competitive methods than other commercial folk—even to the point of 
committing what was virtually nmrurder in a part of the story that 
tonched upon the melodramatic. One does not hear of rival sausage 
makers hiring spies to wade through theft and slaughter to the coveted 
recipe. 

Torin Thatcher gives a beautifully restrained and convincing 
performance as the hero. This yeung actor invariably shows a perfect 
combination of intelligence and deeply moving, quiet emotion. Joyce 
Bland plays with admirable finish the part of the * Valkyrie,’ and 
Vernon Fortescne gives some brilliant work, precise in every detail, 
as the old aviator “Jobson.” A nicely balanced piece of acting is provided 
by Wilfrid Grantham who in a few minutes contrives to give conviction 
and significance to the part of a gentle old man. 


“A Comedy of Good and Evil” 

It is a good many vears since I saw Mr. Richard Hughes’ 
charming play, but it had qualities that kept its memory happily 
fresh in my mind; and to see it once again at the Gate Theatre 
Studio has proved a very pleasant renewal of acquaintance.

Shammas ride on horseback so that the dog 
would not be able to bite him and he would 
be able to go through the streets and wake 
the people up and the elders would know 
when it was time to go to Minyan and the 
children would go to the Talmud Torah and 
would not run wild about the streets.

But the Shammas found he had nowhere to 
put the horse, and so the Congregation called 
a meeting and they resolved to put the horse 
in the Shool.
